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1. Applicant's response for claims 1-42 and amendment for claims 2 and 42 have 
been received on March 06, 2000 (Paper number 07), and considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance : 
Claims 2-5, 16-30, 33-34, 38, 40, and 42 are allowable over the prior art of 

record. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest or render obvious a browser 
program product for controlling the operation of a wireless communication device, the 
browser program product includes a shell for receiving a URL having data and protocol, 
specifying a command to be executed or content to be fetched, providing the data to a 
protocol handler according to the protocol, and the fetched content to a content handler 
for processing; a plurality of protocol handlers, each protocol handler coupled to the 
shell to receive a URL and either fetch content specified by the data and provide the 
fetched content to the shell or execute the command specified by the data; and a 
plurality of content handlers, each content handler coupled to the shell to receive 
fetched content and process the fetched content to output the content to a screen 
display of the wireless communication device at set forth in the specification and 
recited in the independent claims 2, 40, and 42. 
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The plurality of protocol handlers, which implemented different protocols for 
accessing various functions of the wireless communication device such as softkeys for 
displaying a menu of the menu items (claims 16-17), navigation function for scrolling a 
markup language page or a portion of the markup language page (claims 28-30), and 
special function for combining a plurality of stored data into a URL and submitting the 
URL to a server for processing (claim 38); and the plurality of content handlers, which 
implement various content display mechanisms for fetching and outputting content on a 
screen display of the wireless communication device such as displaying a combined 
markup language page (claims 18-20), displaying a page of configuration setting 
according to a selection attribute (claims 21-24), and displaying a page according to a 
conditional tag having an expression (claims 25-27) at set forth in the specification and 
recited in the independent claims 33 and 34.
